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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newtown,  Llanllwchaiarn 
Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

Once  again  it  is  my  duty  to  submit  for  your  information 
my  annual  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your 
district  for  1966. 

I have  endeavoured  to  give  the  information  requested  by 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  GirciLar  1/6'/. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,,  1947.  Section  47. 

This  deals  with  the  removal  from  their  homes  of  persons 
generally  elderly,  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and 
who  are  not  receiving  help  from  others  and  are  in  such  a state 
that  their  conditions  are  prejudicial  to  their  health. 

No  such  action  was  taken  in  1966.  Whilst  one  contemplates 
making  use  of  this  let,  one  is  very  reluctant  to  do  so  except  in 
very  extreme  circumstances  and  when  everything  else  lias  failedo 
I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  elderly  should  be  kept  in  their  own 
homes  if  this  is  what  they  want,  and  that  a friendly  eye  should 
be  kept  on  them.  Many  receive  the  services  of  the  HomeHelp 
and  some  have  dinners  several  times  a week  provided  by  the  Meals 
on  Wheels  Service, 

In  a comparatively  small  town  such  as  this  most  elderly  people  are 
known  to  the  authorities  and  are  reasonably  well  cared  for. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Continued  improvements  to  the  supply  were  carried  out  by 
the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board. 

Samples  of  water  arc  taken  from  the  town's  supply  regularly  by  the 
liiblic  Health  Department  of  the  local  Councilo  Several  of  these 
taken  in  the  Canal  region  were  unsatisfactory  bacteriorlogically. 

These  were  reported  to  the  Board  and  subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES . 

The  two  privately  owned  slaughterhouses  arc  visited 
regularly  and  all  the  meat  is  inspected.  The  quality  of  the  meat 
is  very  high  and  condemnations  are  very  low. 

REFuSE  TIP. 

Our  refuse  tip  was  visited  by  Mr .Crons haw  - an  Engineer 
Inspector  from  the  Welsh  Office  in  June,  1966.  He  was  most 
concerned  about  the  limited  amount  of  space  left  for  tipping  and 
urged  the  Council  to  find  immediately  a temporary  site.  He 
also  recommended  the  use  of  sufficient  and  up-to-date  mechanical 
equipment  to  deal  with  controlled  tipping. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Planning  uthority  of  the 
Montgomery  County  Council  for  controlled  tipping  at  Pen-lan  Lane, 

This  was  refused.  The  Council  appealed  against  this  decision  and 
an  enquiry  was  held  in  August  and  the  application  was  again  refused 
by  the  Ministry  Inspector  on  Agricultural  grounds,  whilst  admitting 
the  site  was  satisfactory  from  a disposal  point  of  view® 

Subsequent  application  to  the  British  Waterways  Executive 
for  permission  to  use  a portion  of  disused  canal  from  the  Port  House 
to  Dolfor  Farm  for  a temporary  site  for  tipping  was  turned  down® 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  were  still  searching  for  a site 
and  had  requested  the  County  Planning  Authority  for  assistance  in 
finding  a site. 

Complaints  regarding  a smoke  nuisance  from  the  tip  were 
received  from  a parent-teacher  association  at  the  High  School  and 
also  from  residents  of  Wynfields.  Refuse  is  burnt  at  the  tip  daily 
in  order  to  reduce  the  bulk  of  refuse  because  of  the  limited  area 
left  at  the  tip  for  tipping®  This  incineration  is  carried  out 
mostly  after  4p.m.  after  the  school  closes  in  an  attempt  to  obviate 
the  smoke  nuisance  on  the  playing  fields. 
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The  tip  has  a boundary  fence  and  the  gates  are  locked  at 
night o Nevertheless  it  is  an  attraction  to  children  who  are  able 
to  got  over  the  fence  and  set  file  to  any  refuse  left  about. 

The  tip  is  regularly  baited  for  rats. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES . There  are  public  conveniences  at  Short  Bridge  Street 
and  Back  Lane  and  men's  urinals  at  the  Cinema  and  at  the  Coal  Wharf. 

All  are  subjected  to  an  appreciable  amount  of  vandalism 
especially  the  urinal  at  the  Couf  Wharf. 

SEWERS. 

No  major  schemes  we re  commenced  in  1966.  A deputation 
went  to  the  Welsh  Office  in  March  regarding  the  proposed  sewer  via 
Nantoer.  The  original  scheme  for  a sewer  going  via  Nantoer  and 
Park  Lane  was  refused  but  agreement  was  reached  on  a new  sewer  froip 
Ilaesyrhandir  via  Nantoer  and  Llanidloes  Road  to  the  Coal  Wharf. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  approval  had  been  given  to  go  ahead  with 
this  scheme. 

The  Council  has  long  ago  given  approval  for  improvement 
to  the  outfall  sewer,  but  we  are  still  awaiting  approval  by  the 
Welsh  Office. 

FLOODING. 

Part  of  the  permanent  flood  prevention  scheme  of  the  Se-ysrn 
River  Authority  has  been  carried  out  at  the  boundary  of  the  Car  Park 
and  the  river. 

No  public  warnings  of  flood  we re  issued  in  19 66,  although 
there  were  near  to  flood  donditions  and  quite  extensive  flooding  of 
farm  land  up  river  from  the  Town  in  late  November  and  early  Decernin' 

HOUSING. 

Sixtyfive  houses  were  built  by  the  local  authority  and 
twentyfour  by  private  enterprise  in  1966. 

Approval  has  been  received  to  build  115  more  houses  at 
Maesyrhandir  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  had  been  received 
and  one  accepted  for  the  building  of  these  houses. 

The  majority  of  the  local  authority  houses  were  for  slum 
clearance  purposes,  a few  being  lot  to  key  workers  and  normal 
applicants. 

A public  enquiry  was  held  on  the  compulsory  purchase  area 
in  Ladywell  Street  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  were  being 
invited  for  the  demolition  of  this  area  with  a view  to  residential, 
redevelopment  in  this  area. 

There  is  a total  of  about  2,000  houses  in  this  town. 

In  1955  and  subsequently  5^1  houses  were  scheduled  for  clearance 
and  of  these  321  have  been  dealt  with. 

Method  of  Slum  Clearance 

By  clearance  areas  - 182  houses. 

Individual  unfit  - 129  “ 

Houses  demlished  informally  10  houses. 

Total  521 

The  Council  considered  and  sbusequently  agreed  to  purchase 
an  area  of  land  at  the  rear  of  Lynwood  Kilfcrd  Rood  and  adjacent 
to  the  Crescent  Gardens  Estate  on  which  it  is  intended  to  erect 
approximately  six  l~bedroomod  bungalows  for  the  elderly.

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poi,  • uing  reported  in  the 

district. 

A local  medical  practitioner  informed  me  of  a case  of 
brucellosis  in  a farmer  producing  milk  in  the  district.  A visit 
was  paid  to  the  farm  where  it  was  learned  there  had  been  infected 
cows.  All  the  milk  from  this  farm  is  sent  for  pasteurisation 
and  no  raw  milk  is  sold  locally.  The  farmer's  family  was  advised 
about  heat  treating  milk  used  on  the  farm. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

There  were  87  live  births  which  gives  a birth  rate  of 
15.82  per  1,000  population.  Of  these  two  were  still  births  being 
a percentage  of  2.3  of  live  births. 

There  were  five  illegitimate  births,  one  of  which  was  a 
still  birth.  This  is  5.6%  of  total  births. 

There  was  one  infant  death  giving  a rate  of  11.5  per 
1,000  live  births. 

There  were  69  deaths  from  all  causes  which  is  a rate  of 
12.55  per  1,000  population.

Staff  for  their  constant  help  and  co-operation  in  all  matters 
concaning  the  public  health  of  this  town.

Children  who  are  Mantoux  positive  are  referred  to  the  Chest  Physician 
for  further  investigation. 

Babies  are  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physician  where  there  is  a family 
history  of  tuberculosis. 

(3)  Diagnosis  was  changed  in  a man  of  40  who  was  notified  in  mid  1966  as 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

Water  Supplies. 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  in  general  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

i.  Bacteriological  examination  of  all  the  sources  in  the  area 
is  carried  out  regularly,  examination  being  made  primarily 

of  treated  water  but  with  occasional  raw  water  samples  being  taken. 

The  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  of  supplies  in 
the  area  are  given  in  Appendix  'A!. 

ii.  One  sample  for  chemical  analysis  is  normally  taken  from  each 
source  annually.  During  1966,  17  No.  analyses  were  carried 

out  and  the  results  indicate  that  all  sources  are  satisfactory 
for  public  water  supply. 

These  results  are  attached. 

i±L0  Fluoride  content  of  the  various  supplies  is  less  than  0.001  p.p.m. 

The  only  water  having  certain  plumbo-solvent  action  is  from 
the  borehole  source  at  Llangurig.  Precautionary  measures  are 
under  investigation  at  present. 

The  normal  measures  taken  following  the  report  of  unsatis- 
factory samples  are  to  increase  the  dosage  of  sodium  hypochlorite 
and  to  carry  out  a systematic  flushing  of  mains,  with  a further 
sample  being  taken. 

The  mains  from  the  source  at  Llanbrynmair,  where  the  bulk  of  unsatisfactory 
samples  have  been  obtained,  have  been  flushed  ovor  their  whole  length 
and  at  present  samples  from  this  source  and  all  .the  Board's  sources  in 
the  area  arc-  highly  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  from  the  mains  and  by 
stand-pipe  are  given  in  the  attached  Appendix  'B*. 

It  is  unfortunately  not  possible  to  give  an  accurate  figure  for  the 
population  supplied.

Once  again  I submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year  1966.  The  period  was  one  of 
increasing  activity  due  to  increased  legislation  and  the  work  arising 
therefrom. 

Work  proceeded  under  the  Offices , Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  and 
much  improvement  was  achieved  in  general  due  to  the  service  of  informal 
notices  where  defects  and  contraventions  existed. 

The  work  of  slum  clearance  also  continued  as  a result  of  which  there 
has  been  a considerable  improvement  in  housing  in  the  Newtown  area.  This  is 
but  one  example  of  the  conscious  ordering  of  things  affecting  the  public 
health  which  have  occurred  over  the  last  few  years.  Much  more,  however, 
needs  to  be  done,  particularly  in  the  field  of  housing  and  it  is  rather 
disappointing  to  note  that  sufficient  advantage  has  not  been  taken  by  owners 
of  property  of  the  Improvement  Grant  systern,  whereby  existing  housing  could 
be  substantially  improved. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  approval  was  given  for  the  Council  to  proceed 
with  the  new  sewer  from  Pfeesyrhandir,  via  Nantoer,  along  Llanidloes  Road  to 
the  Coal  Wharf.  This  was  certainly  a step  forward  as  the  hamlet  at  Nantoer 
can  now  be  considered  for  connection  to  the  Council's  sewer. 

It  was  a source  of  disappointment  that  the  Green  Brook  scheme  did  not 
come  to  fruition  during  the  year.  This  matter  is  one  of  great  urgency, 
particularly  from  the  point  of  view  that  the  culvert  from  the  Coal  Wharf 
under  the  Ladywell  area  and  discharging  at  the  Gravel  had  indeed  collapsed 
in  several  places  and  could  be  considered  a source  of  danger  to  life  and 
limb. 


Once  again  the  number  of  inspections  carried  out  show  the  considerable 
amount  of  work  done  in  the  field  of  environmental  health.  Figures  also 
illustrate  the  wide  and  varied  range  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspect or.
